NON-ALIGNED DRAFT RESOLUTION ON CYPRUS - 

AFTER ALGERIA. INDIA, MALI AND YUGOSLAVIA TABLED AMENDED DRAFT 
RES ON CYPRUS, AGREED TO BY GREEKS AND TURKS, KYPRIANOU (CYPRUS) 
AT FIRST SAID NEITHER HE NOR MAKARIOS HAD BEEN CONSULTED, AND, IN 
HIGH DUDGEON, ASKED NON ALIGNED TO WITHDRAW IT. LATER IT APPEARED 
THERE HAD BEEN HONEST MISUNDERSTANDING. INDIAN REP HAD BEEN TOLD 
BY GREEK AMB THAT "PRESIDENT" AGREED TO RES AND UNDERSTOOD 
PRESIDENT MAKARIOS TO BE MEANT RATHER THAN GA PRESIDENT. 

CYPRIOTS WERE SOMEWHAT MOLLIFIED BY EXPLANATION. (CONFIDENTIAL -

DISARMAMENT ITEMS - 

IRANIAN REP HOVEYDA TOLD AMB MARTIN SEVERAL IMPORTANT CHANGES 
WERE BEING MADE IN IRANIAN MIDDLE EAST NFZ DRAFT IN ORDER TO 
ACCOMMODATE NEEDS OF ARAB STATES, INCLUDING REFERENCE TO 
DESIRABILITY OF ADHERENCE BY STATES IN AREA TO NPT. HE SAID 
TURKEY AND MEDITERRANEAN SEA WOULD NOT BE INCLUDED IN ZONE AND 
THERE WOULD BE NO IMPLICATION OF PERMISSION FOR INDIGENOUS 
DEVELOPMENT OF PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVES. NIGERIANS GAVE 
USDEL TEXT OF DRAFT RES ON AFRICAN NUCLEAR FREE ZONE. 

ELIAS (SPAIN) IS CIRCULATING TEXT OF DRAFT WDC RES, WITH EVIDENT 
COOPERATION OF ARGENTINA AND MEXICO, WHICH, IN PARA 3, WOULD 
DECIDE TO ENTRUST AD HOC COMITE WITH MAINTAINING CONSULTATIONS 
WITH STATES ENGAGED IN BILATERAL OR MULTILATERAL NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR DISARMAMENT, AND PARTICULARLY NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES, WITH 
VIEW TO PREPARING AND CO-ORDINATING NEGOTIATIONS WITH FUTURE 
ACTIVITIES OF WDC. BRITISH BELIEVE LONDON WILL INSTRUCT THEM 
TO TELL SPANISH THAT PARA 3 IS UNACCEPTABLE, AND USDEL HEARD 
MANY WESTERN EUROPEAN DELS WHO HAVE SEEN PAPER ARE EQUALLY 
DUBIOUS. 

AT SOVIET LUNCHEON, ROSHCHIN (USSR) GAVE LONG IMPASSIONED DEFENSE 
OF CCD AND SAID IT DIDN'T MAKE SENSE TO HAVE PROLIFERATION OF 
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EXPERTS STUDIES WHEN CCD WAS AVAILABLE; THERE WAS NO REASON 
CCD COULD NOT BE REORGANIZED TO MEET PRESENT NEEDS, AND HE 
SUGGESTED HOLDING MORE MEETINGS AND INCORPORATING INTO ITS 
ORGANIZATION ALL TECHNICAL EXPERTS REQUIRED. (LATER, WHEN 
AMB MARTIN ASKED HOW SOVIETS PROPOSED TO WORK EXPERTS INTO CCD 
OPERATION, ROSHCHIN REPLIED VAGUELY ABOUT INFORMAL MEETINGS BUT 
CLEARLY HAD NOTHING CONCRETE IN MIND.) MEXICAN AMB GARCIA 
ROBLES WAS PLEASED WITH ROSHCHIN’S COMMENTS, AND ORTIZ DE ROZAS 
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( ARGENTINA) BELIEVED IT WAS TIME TO REORGANIZE CCD. SEVERAL 
REPS ASKED WHEN CCD WOULD RECONVENE, AND ROSHCHIN SUGGESTED 
IMMEDIATELY AFTER NEXT SESSION OF NPT PREPCOM (WHICH WILL BE 
HELD FIRST HALF OF FEBRUARY). MARTIN EXPRESSED PERSONAL VIEW 
IT WOULD BE DESIRABLE TO RECONVENE WHEN COMITE WAS IN POSITION 
TO DO POSITIVE WORK. PAKISTANI REP AND OTHERS NOTED DELAY LAST 
YEAR CREATED VERY UNFAVORABLE IMPRESSION. SOME REPS RAISED 
QUESTION OF US-SOVIET JOINT INITIATIVE ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS.

BRITISH SAID THAT COINCIDENTAL WITH THEIR STATEMENT IN COMITE 4 
NOV. 6 CONCERNING NAMIBIA, HMG WILL ANNOUNCE IN LONDON THAT IT 
DECIDED TO ACCEPT ICJ ADVISORY OPINION AND. THUS. TERMINATION 
OF SAG'S MANDATE IN NAMIBIA. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - OURTEL 4646) 

SOUTH AFRICA - 

USDEL UNDERSTANDS AFRICANS HAVE SEVERAL FORMULAS IN MIND FOR 
PURSUING SOUTH AFRICAN QUESTION, INCLUDING: 1) TABLE RES IN 
SC CALLING FOR SPECIFIC SA PROGRESS IN RELEASING POLITICAL 
PRISONERS, ELIMINATING APARTHEID. AND MOVING TOWARD 
INDEPENDENCE OF NAMIBIA, WITH SA HAVING TO ACCOUNT FOR PROGRESS 
WITHIN FIXED TIMETABLE; 2) IN GA, CONDEMN THREE STATES WHICH 
VETOED SC EXPULSION RES. 

FRENCH AND BRITISH MISSIONS RECOMMENDED THAT THEIR AMBS IN SA MAKE 
FIRM DEMARCHES TO SAG ALONG FOLLOWING LINES: SAG SHOULD NOT TRY 
TO HIDE BEHIND WESTERN VETOES; VETOES SHOULD NOT BE ALLOWED TO 
OBSCURE STRONG DENUNCIATION OF APARTHEID AND SAG S POLICIES 
REGARDING NAMIBIA AND RHODESIA; SAG IS EXPECTED TO TAKE 
IMMEDIATE AND MEANINGFUL STEPS TO ALLEVIATE APARTHEID POLICY 
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AND TO BE MORE FORTHCOMING ON NAMIBIA AND RHODESIA. THEY HOPED US 
WOULD BE PREPARED TO MAKE SIMILAR DEMARCHE. SEVERAL DELS 
CONGRATULATED USDEL ON AMB SCALES STATEMENT, WHILE DISAGREEING

ROK VICE FONMIN LHO AGREED WITH AMB SCALI THAT PROSPECTS FOR

MIGHT PASS ALSO, EVEN IF ONLY BY TWO OR THREE VOTES. NIGERIAN REP 
SALIFOU, WHO SAID HE STILL LACKED INSTRUCTIONS, ASKED IF KOREA 
WAS MORE PROPERLY MATTER FOR SC ATTENTION, AND WHAT PROGRESS,

SICIALIST PARTY LEADER MARI BRAS CHARGES OF US GENOCIDE, 

TORTURE, SUPPRESSION OF "NATL LIBERATION MOVEMENT," POLLUTION, 

MASS STERILIZATION AND OTHER CRIMES. NEW ELEMENTS INCLUDED 
BERRIOS RHETORICAL QUESTION: SINCE USG ADMITTED SPENDING
